Sco u ts. So licitatio n fo r fu nds will be-

Every cit­ 
izen o f Palatine will be asked to su b­ 
scribe fo r whatever amo u nt he feels 
able to give. 
The need fo r a pu blic library has 
been felt fo r so me time, no t o nly b j 
high scho o l bo ys and girls, and the 
children o f the u pper grades, bu t als» 
by many o lder p^ple o f the village, 
llie scho o l maintains a go o d library, 
bu t o f necessity mo st o f the fu nds 
pro vided by the scho o l bo ards fo r the 
pu rchase o f bo o ks mu st be expended 
fo r tho se o f a reference wo rk na­ 
tu re. Mo reo ver, the scho o l library is 
no t o pen to the general pu blic, where­ 
as u nder the Bo y Sco u t plan, all cit­ 
izens o f the village will have access 
to the new library. 
The present Bo y Sco u t library will 
fo rm a nu cleu s fo r the pu blic library. 
The Bo y Sco u ts already po ssess a 
co nsiderable nu mber o f vo lu mes, pre­ 
sented by vario u s interested citizens. 
Many o f these, no tably a co llectio n 
presented last fall by Miss Mary 
Patten, are bo o ks by standard au tho rs 
and Principal Bu tler repo rts that they 
have been widely read by the high 
scho o l pu pils, amo ng who m there is a 
co nstantly gro wing demand fo r go o d 
literatu re.

Every cit­ 
izen of Palatine will be asked to sub­ 
scribe for whatever amount he feels 
able to give. 
The need for a public library has 
been felt for some time, not only by 
high school boys and girls, and the 
children of the upper grades, but also 
by many older people of the village. 
The school m aintains a good library, 
but of necessity most of the funds 
provided by the school boards for the 
purchase of books must be expended 
for those of a reference wrork na­ 
ture. 
Moreover, the school library is 
not open to the general public, where­ 
as under the Boy Scout plan, all cit­ 
izens of the village will have access 
to the new* library. 
The present Boy Scout library will 
form a nucleus for the public library. 
The Boy Scouts already possess a 
considerable number of volumes, pre­ 
sented by various interested citizens. 
Many of these, notably a collection 
presented last fall by Miss Mary 
Patten, are books by standard .authors 
and Principal Butler reports th at they 
have been widely read by the high 
school pupils, among whom there is a 
constantly growing demand for good 
literature.

etary loss is estimated well in excess 
of a million dollars. 
One Person Injured. 
While the property loss will be 
heavy, only one person was reported 
seriously hurt. 
The Marquette hotel and nearly a 
score of business buildings were in 
ruins as a result of a tire which sprang 
up after the torrent raced into the 
city. 
Earlier reports that there had beeD 
heavy loss of life were not verified 
when a check was made by city offi­ 
cials and newspaper men. 
Water, raging Uke mad, split the 
city into three sections. The city of 
12,00t> lies In three valleys. It is built 
along three boulevards, which follow 
the course of the valleys. 
It was into these sections that the 
flood split the town. 


Flames in Many Sections. 


Flames followed in the path of Hie 
flood end at nightfall covered all sec­ 
tions before a survey of the damage 
could be made. 
The flood originated in the upper 
basin of the mountains north of Hot 
Springs from a cloudburst. About 4 :30 
o’clock, after terrific rains for about 
eighteen hours, there came a slight 
flowT of water down through Central 
avenue from its junction with Whit­ 
tington park at the north end of the 
valley. In a few minutes the waters 
began to rush down the valley. 
The water coursing through Central 
avenue was four to nine feet in depth, 
and it rushed down with such speed 
that fronts of stores were smashed in 
and even the ashphalt paving was torn 
up. 
Thousands of dollars’ worth of 
merchandist floated in the waves.

A comparative study of homemade 
end ready made clothing reveals some 
very interesting and noteworthy facts. 
There are many factors which must 
be considered in determining whether 
or not It Is wise for the average wom- 
in to purchase her clothing ready made 
or make it at home. 
The value of 
time varies with the Individual, and 
must be estimated according to Its 
worth. 
It would be exceedingly fo<4- 
sh for a woman to spend her time 
making her own clothes when she can 
hire some one else to do it for less 
than her own time is w’orth. 
In comparing prices of homemade 
and ready made garments, the cost of 
the material, the workmanship, and 
time spent must be weighed against 
the cost of the ready made garment 
and the comparatively small amount 
of time spent In purchasing it. 
Training and experience In making 
or buy ing clothing also play a small 
mrt. Unsatisfactory homemade cloth­ 
ing, although cheap, is a poor invest­ 
ment. 
A little more money might be 
well spent in order that the clothing 
win suit the Individual. 
There Is more distinction to ready ­ 
made clothing than there is to the 
average homemade garment, because 
the former Is the work of experts, pro­ 
vided enough money is paid for I t 
There is sty le to the garments, and 
they will fit any size and form usually 
without alteration. 
It saves much 
time and trouble to buy ready made 
clothing, and In the present day of 
crowded moments, women gratefully 
welcome any thing that will give them 
more leisure. 
The 
greater 
expense 
of 
buy ing 
ready made clothes Is a disadvantage. 
The wool grower, the selling agent. 
Jobber, cutter, assorter—all who con­ 
tribute to the manufactore of the gar­ 
ments must have their commission, 
and each adds his bit to the finished 
garment. 
Cheap ready made clothing 
may be purchased, but It is of very 
Inferior material and the sty le is often 
duplicated. 
The advantages of homemade gar­ 
ments are numerous. They are cheap 
for the quality of the material which 
Is used. There Is an opportunity for a 
larger choice of materials, and the 
color may be selected more carefully . 
The chance of duplication of a home­ 
made garment Is small, since it Is en­ 
tirely an expression of the Individual 
In the selection of color, ty pe of ma­ 
terial and Its quality . 
The tastes of 
two people eddom ran perallel In all 
details. 
A disadvantage is that the quality 
of y ard goods Is often guessed at 
by Inexperienced or untrained shop­ 
pers. 
If a dressmaker must be hired, 
the final cost of the garment may not 
be cheaper than the ready made one. 
or if a cheap dressmaker Is hired, 
poor workmanship is often the result. 
The average woman has not special­ 
ized In costume design to the extent 
that she can achieve distinction In her 
dress If she attempts to do her own 
sewing, but there are so many excep­ 
tions that one can hardly say that all 
homemade dresses are without distinc­ 
tion.

During the last four y ears 
the best variety of barley wi the De- 
Kalb field has produced on an aver­ 
age of 249 .4 pounds more per acre than 
the best variety of oats. Farther sooth 
on the Urbana field'the difference has 
not been so great, but even In central 
Blinoia, Wisconsin pedigree barley has 
y ielded 78.4 pounds more per acre 
than Iowa 103 oats. 
Barley is a cool weather plan t Fo r 
best production It is necessary that 
the climate during the growrth of this 
plant be relatively cool.

To Make Pullets Lay 


Pullets left on range too long win 
not give the best results in winter lay ­ 
ing. If good egg production is deaired 
the y ounger birds should be placed In 
permanent winter quarters before cold 
weather sets In so that they can get 
used to them and begin eating a diet 
that will make Uy ers out of them. 
Pullets that are left outdoora 
to 
roost until cold weather catches them 
are often subject to diseases which 
cuts down their egg-lay ing ability .

The entire session of the senate was 
Spent on the roads bill.

Homemade vs. Readymade 
Clothing 


A comparative study of homemade 
and readymade clothing reveals some 
very interesting and noteworthy facts. 
There are many factors which must 
be considered in determining whether 
or not it is wise for the average wora- 
an to purchase her clothing readymade 
or make it at home. 
The value of 
time varies with the individual, and 
must be estimated according to its 
worth. 
It would be exceedingly fool­ 
ish for a woman to spend her time 
making her own clothes wiien she can 
hire some one else to do it for less 
than her own time is worth. 
In comparing prices of homemade 
and readymade garments, the cost of 
the material, the workmanship, and 
time spent must be weighed against 
the cost of the readymade garment 
and the comparatively small amount 
of time spent in purchasing it. 
Training and experience in making 
or buying clothing also play a small 
part. Unsatisfactory homemade cloth­ 
ing, although cheap, is a poor invest­ 
ment. 
A little more money might be 
well spent in order that the clothing 
will suit the Individual. 
There is more distinction to ready­ 
made clothing than there is to the 
average homemade garment, because 
the former is the work of experts, pro­ 
vided enough money is paid for i t 
There is style to the garments, and 
they will fit any size and form usually 
without alteration. 
It saves much 
time and trouble to buy readymade 
clothing, and in the present day of 
crowded moments, women gratefully 
welcome anything that will give them 
more leisure. 
The 
greater 
expense 
of 
buying 
readymade clothes is a disadvantage. 
The wool grower, the selling agent, 
jobber, cutter, assorter—all wTho con­ 
tribute to the manufacture of the gar­ 
ments must have their commission, 
and each adds his bit to the finished 
garment. 
Cheap readymade clothing’ 
may be purchased, but it is of very 
Inferior material and the style is often 
duplicated. 
The advantages of homemade gar­ 
ments are numerous. They are cheap 
for the quality of the material w’hich 
is used. There is an opportunity for a 
larger choice of materials, and the 
color may be selected more carefully. 
The chance of duplication of a home­ 
made garment is small, since it is en­ 
tirely an expression of the individual 
in the selection of color, type of ma­ 
terial and its quality. 
The tastes of 
two people seldom run parallel in all 
details. 
A disadvantage is that the quality 
of yard goods is often guessed at 
by inexperienced or untrained shop­ 
pers. 
If a dressmaker must be hired, 
the final cost of the garment may not 
be cheaper than the readymade one. 
or if a cheap dressmaker is hired, 
poor workmanship is often the result. 
The average woman has not special­ 
ized in costume design to the extent 
that she can achieve distinction in her 
dress if she attempts to do her own 
sewing, but there are so many excep­ 
tions that one can hardly say that all 
homemade dresses are without distinc­ 
tion.

spend, her ability to sew’, her taste, 
her experience in buying. 
She is best 
able to decide for herself, but she 
should consider all these factors in 
making her decision.

Even though barley has not taken 
the place of oats in Illinois to any 
appreciable extent, this crop possesses 
qualities that merit careful consider­ 
ation for this purpose. There is prob­ 
ably no section of the state w’here bar­ 
ley should replace all the oats, and 
unquestionably there are parts of th* 
state where the growing of barley 
should not be attempted. 
Barley possesses many of the im­ 
portant desirable qualities of oats. 
It 
is a spring cereal that may be seeded 
to good advantage on cornstalk land. 
It performs the functions of a nurse 
crop for clover as satisfactorily as 
late oats and almost as well as early 
oats. It is slightly inferior to oats 
in digestible crude protein, but mark­ 
edly better in digestible carbohydrates 
and fat. But the greatest advantage 
that barley has over oats is its abil­ 
ity to produce more pounds of grain 
per acre. During the last four years 
the best variety of barley on the De­ 
Kalb field has produced on an aver­ 
age of 249.4 pounds more per acre than 
the best variety of oats. Farther south 
on the Urbana field the difference has 
not been so great, but even in central 
Illinois, Wisconsin pedigree barley has 
yielded 78.4 pounds more per acre 
than Iowa 103 oats. 
Barley is a cool weather plant. For 
best production It is necessary that 
the climate during the growth of this 
plant be relatively cool. This applies 
particularly to the early period of its 
development as spring w’heat, and it 
may be grown with satisfactory re­ 
sults as far south as central Illinois. 
There is little probability that barley 
can be grow’n successfully in south­ 
ern Illinois except in special localities.

Why Not Some Barley? 


By GEO. H. DUNGAN 
Barley is receiving favorable atten­ 
tion these days. Much has been said 
recently of increasing the acreage of 
barley in the United States where It 
has been little grown. The value of the 
crop has long been recognized In the 
western states. More recently it has 
come 
to 
be 
a 
valuable 
crop 
in 
the northern border states. Barley, 
however, lias never been grown to any 
great extent in the corn belt proper. 
Oats have held almost undisputed sway 
as a spring small grain crop which 
has been considered so indispensable 
in all corn belt crop rotations. 
Now 
that oats during the last twm years 
have been a failure in most parts of 
the country, it is time to cast about 
for something better. 
Farmers of Illinois this spring are 
asking if it is well to sow barley. This, 
h ow ever, is not the first interest that 
Illinois farmers have taken in tills 
crop. From 1910 to 1920 the area de­ 
voted to barley culture has multiplied 
more than six times, increasing from 
30,000 to 182,000 acres. During the 
same period tile oat ucrt-age changed 


To Make Pullets Lay 


Pullets left on range too long will 
not give the best results in winter lay­ 
ing. lf good egg production is desired 
the younger birds should be placed in 
permanent winter quarters before cold 
weather sets in so that they can get 
used to them and begin eating a diet 
that will make I yers out of them. 
Pullets that are left outdoors to 
roost until cold weather catches them 
are often subject to diseases which 
cuts down their egg-laying ability. Be­ 
sides these birds consume considerable 
food that goes to furnishing energy to 
combat the cold weather and exposure 
rather than build up a good, sound 
body. 
The most important features of the 
ration for pullets is to feed them a 
ground mash. This should be placed 
in self-feeders and the pullets allowed 
to eat all they want of it. An excel­ 
lent ration for this mash 13 made by 
taking IOO pounds each of ground 
corn, ground oats, white shorts or 
gluten and 60 per cent tankage. Mix 
these together and feed. 
In the evenings, where the pullets 
do not get much grain in their forag­ 
ing, feed them a mixture of two parts 
of corn and one part of oats. This will 
get them into good cgg-producing con­ 
dition. 
While on the subject of chickens a 
word as to chickenpox may not be 
amiss as there seems to be some of It 
about this season. Flocks where the 
chickens are from six to eight months 
old are especially likely to develop the 
disease. The disease is closely related 
to roup and generally is caused by 
wet 
weather. 
It 
passes 
rapidly 
through a flock, causing considerable 
damage. 
Chickenpox makes Its appearance 
in small, greasy, scablike growths ir­ 
regular in shape. They are a yellow­ 
ish or reddish gray and then turn to 
brownish scab-like sores. They appear 
on the unfeathered portion of the 
fowl, generally around the head. 
A 
stupor or dullness are symptoms and 
death is frequent. 
In treating first isolate all birds sus­ 
pected of having the disease. Begin 
at once to raise the vitality of the 
flock by feeding paint hie foods such 
as milk mashes, green foods, and bone 
meal. A tonic composed of one part 
epsom salts, one part dry sulphur and 
12 parts of dry mash has given good 
results. Mix this with milk or water 
until it is in a crumbly condition and 
feed every other day until the flock im­ 
proves. 
Clean and disinfect all houses and 
yards and 
supply plenty of fresh 
water.

Wide nublicity has been given to the statement that the value of all the 
railroads of the United States does not exceed $ 12,000,000,000 and that if 
such valuation had been used during past 3 years in making rates freight 
rates, including those on farm products would have been materially reduced 
That statement disregards the railroad’s right under the Federal and 
State Constitutions to earn a fair return on value of property and denies 
the validity of the valuation made by Interstate Commerce Commission. 
It also disregards the fact that the railroads during the 34 months prior 
to January 1, 1923, did not earn 4 per cent on $ 12,000,000,000, although 
authorized to earn 6 per cent on $ 18,900,000,000. 
If, however, a valuation of 12,000,000,000 had been made the basis for 
rates instead of the valuation found by the Commerce Commission and the 
reduction had only applied to freight rates, that reduction could not have 
exceeded 2.1 per cent of the rates collected in 1922. This conclusion is 
emphasized by the following facts:

them into cloth, took them to mar­ 
ket and bartered his rolls of goods 
for something else that he needed. 
All the processes of whatever line 
of activity he engaged in had to be 
performed on his farm. Any every­ 
thing had to be run on a small scale 
in consequence. 
With the introduction of the divi­ 
sion of labor there was brought about 
a big change. 
We have no time to 
trace this movement step by step, or 
to go into minute detail, but in a gen­ 
eral way the new development worked 
out so that the farmer was freed 
of all the operations except raising 
the sheep and dipping the wool. 
Somebody else dyed it, a third spun 
it, a fourth wove it into cloth, a fifth 
carried it to market, a sixth sold it, 
and so on. 
Principle 1» Same 
If the farmer engaged in some­ 
thing else besides sheep-raising, the 
details were different, but the general 
principle was the same. 
Just what these details are, is un­ 
important, but what is important is 
that he is now responsible for only 
one of the six or more jobs. He can 
perform his one job better, as a re­ 
sult, and on a larger ./cale. 
Where 
there were six chances for him to 
suffer loss before, there is only one; 
besides, he can concentrate his atten­ 
tion on this one job, so that he 
learns 
to perform it better than ev er befo re, 
with less lost motion and on a larger 
scale. 
This brings us again to the farm­ 
ers who today are owning and op­ 
erating farms about this community. 
They grow grain, but they do no t 
have to invest in mills and grind it 
to flour; they have dairy herds, 
but 
creameries and cheese factories free 
them of the necessity of working 
their own product into butter and 
cheese. And so on. 
Half the people in the United 
States are on farms—perhaps less 
than that. 
To make us a self-sus­ 
taining nation, Therefore, each farm­ 
er must raise enough to feed his 
family and some other family. 
But 
he raises more than that, because he 
is engaged in farming to make mon­ 
ey, anti he must produce a surplus 
for general sale. 
Railroads Carry Shipping 
The task of shipping he has dele-

The fanner’s duties and obligations 
to the community near which he lives 
are only slightly less binding upon 
him than are those resting upon ac­ 
tual residents of that community.

Wide publicity has been given to the statement that the value of all the 
railroads of the United States does not exceed $12,000,000,000 and that if 
such valuation had been used during past 3 years in making rates freight 
rates, including those on farm products would have been materially reduced 
That statement disregards the railroad’s right under the Federal and 
State Constitutions to earn a fair return on value of property and denies 
the validity of the valuation made by Interstate Commerce Commission. 
It also disregards the fact that the railroads during the 34 months prior 
to January I, 1923, did not earn 4 per cent on $12,000,000,000, although 
authorized to earn 6 per cent on $18,900,000,000. 
If, however, a valuation of 12,000,000,000 had been made the basis fol­ 
iates instead of the valuation found by the Commerce Commission and the 
reduction had only applied to freight rates, that reduction could not have 
exceeded 2.1 per cent of the rates collected in 1922.

But you know, and I know, aw ay down 
deep, that we Americans are the most 
warlike people on this earth, and the 
most desperate in battle. 
The Stars 
and Stripes has never yet trulleti in 
defeat!

Wood and at Chateau Thierry. But 
there was fighting at Gettysburg and 
Antietam, too. Read these lines by 
the laconic Grant, who never wasted a 
word, and saw’ things as they were. In 
his chapter entitled “Battle of the Wll- 
deniess” : 
“At 5:10 in the afternoon Lee at­ 
tacked our left. 
His line inoviHl up 
to within a hundred yards of ours 
and opened a heavy fire. . . . The 
enemy pushed through our lines, plant­ 
ing their flags on a part of the In- 
trenchinents not on fire. . . . Figlit- 
Ing had continne<l from five in the 
morning, sometimes along the wliole 
line, at other times only in places. 
The ground fought over varied in 
width, but averaged three-quarters of 
a mile. 
The killed, and many of the 
severely wounded of both armies lay 
within this belt, where it was practi­ 
cally impossible to reach them. 
The 
w’oods were set on fire hy the bursting 
shells and the conflagnition raged. The 
wounded who had not strength to 
move themselves were either suffo­ 
cated or burned to death. 
Finally, 
the fire communicated with our breast­ 
works in places. Being constructed of 
wood they burned with great fury. But 
the battle still raged, our men firing 
through the flames until it became too 
hot to remain longer. 
Lee w'as now’ 
In distress. . . . During the night 
all of Lee’s anny withdrew within 
their intrenchments.” 
Let us give full meed of honor to 
the suiwivors of those heroic days. 
For soon there W’ill be no survivors 
either in Blue or Gray. Consider the 
story that comes from Bradford, Pa. 
Because only eight of the 134 Civil 
w’ar veterans who made up Encamp­ 
ment No. 7, Union Veteran legion, 
are still living, and only three of this 
number are able to leave their InYmes, 
the roster has been presented to the 
McKean County Historical society for 
preservation. 
The encampment w’as 
made up of veterans who flocked to 
Bradford w’lth the discovery of oil 
soon after the close of the war. They 
represented more than IflO regiments 
and most of them had been wounded 
In action. 
New’ Y(» rk contributed 41, 


Pennsylvania 29, Ohio 12, Wisconsin 
5, Massachusetts and Vermont 3 each. 
Illinois and Connecticut 2 each and 
Indiana, Kansas, Missouri and Mich­ 
igan 1 each. 
Time, they say, heals all wounds. 
It is well that it doea.

American 
citizenship came

Georgia 
that 
Sherman 
marched “from Atlanta to the sea.” 
‘‘I 
believe the 
framing 
of the 
Constitution was inspired; I i>elieve It 
with God’s intent, and yet there was 
an ambiguity In this Constitution that 
brought the North and South together 
in a great civil war, and that ambigu­ 
ity had to be wiped out at great costs; 
and vet, again, this Is one of the best 
things that has ever happened to the 
American republic, because it has 
brought us to a greater understand­ 
ing.“I want to say now, I don’t believe 
there Is a vestige of the Civil war feel­ 
ing left In the United States.

Again shall we see the aged forms of 
the veterans who fought under Grant 
and under Lee, under Sherman and 
Stonewall Jackson; under Sheridan 
and Stuart. 
And do not let time dim for you the 
martial glories of their battles. 
For 
there is more to Memorial Day than 
smiles and tears and tears and smiles 
for the Blue and the Gray. 
The United States of America does 
not go around with chip on shoulder. 
But you know, and I know, away down 
deep, that we Americans are the most 
warlike people on this earth, and the 
most desperate in battle. 
The Stars 
and Stripes bas never yet trailed in 
defeat! 
Yes, there was fighting at Belleau 
Wood and at Chateau Thierry. But 
there was fighting at Gettysburg and 
Antietam, too. Read these lines by 
the laconic Grant, who never wasted a 
word, and saw things as they were, in 
bis chapter entitled “Battle of the Wil­ 
derness” : 
“At 5:10 in the afternoon Lee at­ 
tacked our left. 
His line moved up 
to within a hundred yards of ours 
and opened a heavy fire. . . . The 
enemy pushed through our lines, plant­ 
ing their flags on a part of the in- 
trenehments not on fire. . . . Fight­ 
ing had continued from five in the 
morning, sometimes along the whole 
line, at other times only in places. 
The ground fought over varied in 
width, hut averaged three-quarters of 
a mile. 
The killed, and many of the 
severely wounded of both armies lay 
within this belt, where it was practi­ 
cally impossible to reach them. 
The 
woods were set on fire by the bursting 
shells and the conflagration raged. The 
wounded who had not strength to 
move themselves were either suffo­ 
cated or burned to death. 
Finally, 
the fire communicated with our breast­ 
works in places. Being constructed of 
wood they burned with great fury. But 
the battle still raged, our men firing 
through the flames until it became too 
hot to remain longer. 
Lee was now 
in distress. . . . During the night 
all of Lee’s army withdrew within 
their intrenchments.” 
Let us give full meed of honor to 
the survivors of those heroic days. 
For soon there will he no survivors 
either in Blue or Gray. Consider the 
story that comes from Bradford, Pa. 
Because only eight of the 134 Civil 
war veterans who made up Encamp­ 
ment No. 7, Union Veteran legion, 
are still living, and only three of this 
number are able to leave their homes, 
the roster has been presented to the 
McKean County Historical society for 
preservation. 
The encampment was 
made up of veterans who Hocked to 
Bradford with the discovery of oil 
soon after the close of the war. They 
represented more than IOO regiments 
! and most of them had been wounded 
; in action.

No more reverent homage is paid 
at the tomb of the “Unknown Dead” 
in Arlington than by the Gray veterans 
of 1861-5. 
Said President Harding last month 
at Augusta—and remember that it was 
through 
Georgia 
that 
Sherman 
marched “from Atlanta to the sea.” 
“I 
believe the 
framing 
of 
the 
Constitution was inspired; I believe it 
with God’s intent, and yet there was 
an ambiguity in this Constitution that 
brought the North and South together 
in a great civil war, and that ambigu­ 
ity had to he wiped out at great costs; 
and yet, again, this is one of the best 
things that has ever happened to the 
American republic, because it has 
brought us to a greater understand­ 
ing. 
“I want to say now, I don’t believe 
there is a vestige of the Civil war feel­ 
ing left in the United States. I spoke 
last year to an assemblage of Confed- 
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erate veterans. I never had such a cor* 
dial reception in my life. 
“I have been President of the United 
States a little more than two years, 
and I have never heard more cordial 
expressions, more generous tenders of 
co-operation, more earnest wishes for 
the good fortune of the republic than 
those which have come from the states 
of the South, and which are not in 
party sympathy with the administra­ 
tion.” 
Abraham Lincoln once said, away 
back in 1837: 
“From 1777 to 1S37—GO long years*— 
the Nation has thrived and grown 
great in the visible presence of the 
surviving heroes and heroines of the 
Revolution, the very sight of them in­ 
spiring us. 
But now, in 1837, these 
are all gone, with few exceptions, and 
the Nation is closing the door uijon 
the heroism of the past; and must 
now turn and face, without this In­ 
spiration, a future, which I cannot 
know, and you cannot know, and only 
God Himself can foretell.” 
So in 1923 we of this day and gen­ 
eration have thrived and grown great 
for GO long years in the visible pres­ 
ence of the heroes of 1SG1-5. Now the 
heroes of that time—and no finer, 
smarter fighting men ever marched at 
the 
double-quick—are 
bent 
and 
stooped, tired by the long march, al­ 
most ready to break ranks for the 
last bivouac. 
But for the next GO years of the 
nation there is a new heroism—the 
heroism of the boys in Khaki. May 
the coming generations thrive and 
grow great in their visible presence. 
May their visible presence be as in­ 
spiring as that of the men of 1776 and 
the men of 1S61! 
“The loftiest tribute we can bestow 
today—the heroically earned tribute 
—fashioned in deliberate conviction, 
out of unclouded thought, neither 
shadowed by remorse nor made vain 
by fancies, is the commitment of this 
Republic to an advancement never 
made before,” sa id President Harding 
at the burial of the “Unknown Dead”’ 
at Arlington. 
‘‘If American achieve­ 
ment is a cherished pride at home, if 
our unselfishness among nations is all 
we wish it to be, and ours is a help­ 
ful example in the world, then let us 
give our influence and strength, yea, 
of our aspirations and convictions, to 
put mankind on a little higher plane, 
exulting and exalting, with war’s dis­ 
tressing 
and 
depressing 
tragedies 
barred from the stage of righteous 
civilization.”

bu ilding. Where there is no ex^rior 
antenna this hazard is removed. 
One of the fire dangers connected 
with the p resent u se of radio is the 
inclination of those interested to ex­ 
p eriment with lighting circu its and 
other high voltage systems.
